ting’ to them the tilling of his land, 
and giving to them his money to be 
used by them in trade; or he might 
take advantage of the money-chang- 
ing system which had been introduced 
by the Phoenicians, and which was at 
the time in full operation throughout 
are Roman Empire."—(Wm. M. Tay- 
or). 

In his interpretation of the parable, 
the “man” represents’ Christ; his

Force in Saskatchewan is Proposed 

Regina.—It is proposed by legisla- 
tion to bring provisions of the Fed- 
eral Livestock and Livestock Products 
Act of 1923 ‘into force in Saskatch- 
ewan. 

A bill to enact such legislation has 
been distributed and provides that the 
Dominion Act and amendments there- 
to, and the regulations thereunder 
enacted er made, are within the legis- 
lative authority of the province and 
outside that of the Dominion of Can- 
ada. Such provisions shall have the 
force of law in Saskatchewan, and 
unless otherwise enacied by the legis- 
lature of Saskatchewan shall be and 
remain.in force until repealed by the 
Governor-General in Gouncil. 

The Lfeutenant-Governor {is given 
power to bring into force any super- 
seding act or amendment to either of 
said Acts. 

The Livestock and Say cktook Pro- 
ducts Act of Saskatchewan, 1923, will 
be repseled by the present Act.

Another provision of the report 
stipulates that the Canadian Govern- 
ment be urged to enter negotiations 
with the British Government for an 
agreement under the Empire Settle- 
ment Act for as large a volume of 
‘suitable British settlers and as great 
an-amount of British capital for devel- 
opment purposes ag _ possible.

Victoria, B.C.—Negotiations have 
been completed between Hon. T. D. 
Patullo, Minister of Lands, #nd James

Williamette Paper interests of San 
Francisco, as a result of ‘which the 
development at a cost of $15,000,000 
within five years of Campbell River « 
Falls on the east coast of Vancouver 
Island will be immediately undertak- 
en. The first unit will be a 20¢ton 
paper mill, hut power sufficient for 
eventually supplying a. mill capable 
of manufacturing 1,000 tons. of news- 
print a day is said to be available. 

Contemplated development will Iead 
to establishment of a new town of 
4,000 to 10,000 persons in the central 
region of the island it is stated.
